RESPONSE TO OFFICE ACTION 

This is in response to the Office Action dated 10/09/2006. 


RESPONSE TO EXAMINER & SUPERVISOR TELEPHONIC INTERVIEW 

The Office Action dated 10/09/2006 crossed paths with telephone interviews between the 
attorney for Applicant and the Examiner, the attorney for Applicant and the Applicant, 
and the attorney for Applicant and the Examiner's supervisor. The issues and concerns 
that had been raised in the Office Action were specifically considered and addressed, and 
the Claims were amended with all parties expressing their satisfaction with the final 
result as meeting all concerns. 

At the end of the final telephone interview Applicant's attorney sent an informal copy of 
the amended claims listing to the PTO by both fax and email, approving entry of the final 
changes as an Examiner's Amendment. Applicant's attorney was assured by both the 
Examiner and the Examiner's supervisor that the claims were now in a condition suitable 
for allowance. The claims listing attached to this Response contains these claims, with 
the spacing corrected to improve readability. 

One change from the text submitted by fax and email has been made in response to the 
specific rejection for lack of antecedent basis; the phrase "a spatially diverse" has been 
added to the seventh line of text (line 9) of independent Claim 1, bringing the text into 
conformity with the phraseology used in the other independent claims and subtext, and 
correcting this lack of antecedent basis. Because this change brings the text into 
conformity (and was not intended to change the scope of this claim) it is hoped that this 

alteration is acceptable. 
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
